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Suffolk Opens COVID Test Site in Hampton Bays 


BY BRIANA BONFIGLIO 


Suffolk County is opening a COVID-19 testing site 
in Hampton Bays that will replace a previous site at 
Francis S. Gabreski Airport in Westhampton Beach, 
officials said. 

The site at Red Creek Park, located at 102 Old 
Riverhead Road, will have 500 tests available for 
school-required testing and community testing on 
Mondays only from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. It’s one of three 
that the county opened in virus hotspots as the Omi- 
cron variant drives a spike in cases. 

“What we have learned so far is that the Omicron 
variant is highly transmittable and causing a spike 
in our daily positivity rate,” said Suffolk County 
Executive Steve Bellone. “Testing is one of the best 
tools we have when it comes to containing the spread 
of this virus.” 

Bellone noted that while cases are at the highest 
the county has seen in more than a year, 90 percent 
of adults in Suffolk are fully vaccinated, likely pro- 
tecting them from severe illness. Last year at this 
time, Suffolk’s hospitals had 527 COVID-19 patients 
while as of December 21 there were 326 patients hos- 
pitalized for COVID in Suffolk. Bellone encouraged 
those who are vaccinated to now receive a booster 
shot to protect them from illness from the Omicron 
variant. 

The other two Suffolk test sites will be at Hecksher 
State Park, Field 8 in East Islip from 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
Monday through Thursday, and at Cathedral Pines 
County Park in Medford from 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. on 
Tuesdays and Fridays.

South Fork Towns 
Adopt NYStretch 
Energy Code

On the South Fork, where large homes abound, 
energy codes are getting more stringent. Both East 
Hampton and Southampton Towns have adopted 
the NYStretch Energy Code-2020, a supplement to 
the New York State Energy Code, in recent weeks. 

_ Last week, the Southampton Town Board unani- 
mously voted to modify the Home Energy Rating 
System, a national measurement standard known 
as HERS, and incorporate the new requirements, 
created by the New York State Energy Research and 
Development Authority. The town, which has been 
seeking to reduce the overall energy consumption, 
says that the new code is 10-12% more efficient than 
the minimum requirements of the 2020 Energy 
Conservation Construction Code of New York State. 

“This is one of many steps that the town and state 
have taken towards reducing greenhouse gas emis- 
sions and energy dependence,” Councilman John 
Bouvier, who sponsored the resolution, said in a 
statement “It’s visionary in some ways and hope- 
fully it will encourage other municipalities, our 
neighbors in this region, to continue to push toward 
these goals.” 

The East Hampton Town Board approved the 
code’s amendment last month. Its new code, effec- 
tive December 31 for both residential and commer- 
cial buildings, will result in an overall increase in 
energy efficiency of 11%, according to a statement. 
Buildings account for more than 30% of New York’s 
climate-polluting emissions, the state says. 

“The new code just adopted by the town will re- 
quire all newly built and substantially reconstructed 
one- or two-family dwellings up to 4,500 square feet 
to achieve a HERS score of 50, and those over 4,500 
square feet to achieve a HERS score of 31. The code 
also includes provisions for solar and electric vehicle

charging readiness,’ East Hampton Town’s state- 
ment explains. 

While adopting the codes is voluntary for towns 
and villages, the state is offering a Clean Energy 
Communities Action Grant to municipalities that 
take on the new code. Available money ranges from 
$5,000 for jurisdictions with 40,000 residents to 
$50,000 with more residents. 

The amended code will require newly-built houses 
to meet requirements and for systems that affect en- 
ergy use. More efficient insulation and fenestration 
requirements are included, along with energy moni- 
toring, more efficient lighting power requirements 
and additional lighting controls. For instance, 90% 
of fixtures in a new home will have to meet higher ef- 
ficacy standards, whereas under the 2016 code, only 
75% of lighting fixtures had to meet such require- 
ments. 

The town board says this was a proactive step to 
promote sustainability, environmental protection 
and energy conservation. “In recent years, the Town 
has made great strides to meet the energy and car- 
bon neutrality goals set forth in the Town’s Sustain- 
ability Plan,” the statement says. 


Southold Opts Out of 
Allowing Legal Pot 
Sales

The Town of Southold voted on December 28 to opt 
out of allowing recreational marijuana to be sold at 
pot shops or cannabis cafes on the North Fork. 

The vote, which came less than a week before a New 
York State deadline to decide the issue, makes South- 
old the 11th East End municipality to opt out. 

“We're not just going to walk away from this,” said 


Southold TownSupervisor Scott Russell, who said the 
town will study if opting back in is ideal once the state 
regulations are released. 

State lawmakers legalized recreational marijuana 
possession and consumption in March, but towns 
and villages had until December 31 to opt out of sales. 

The towns of Shelter Island, East Hampton and 
Southold opted out along with the villages of East 
Hampton, Dering Harbor, Greenport, Quogue, South- 
ampton, Sagaponack, and Westhampton Beach. The 
Town of Riverhead rejected an opt-out proposal, and 
the Town of Southampton declined to vote on the is- 
sue, opting in by default. The villages of North Haven 
and Westhampton Dunes said they declined to take 
action since they have no commercial entities. 

Growing, consuming and possessing marijuana re- 
mains legal despite localities opting out of sales.

I think 
from November to March they should 
allow us to light up the skies between 
4 p.m. and 7 p.m., if not for us, then 
for the birds. 

Turn on searchlights, floodlights 
and streetlights to their brightest 
settings and shine them facing up for 
those three hours so the birds can 
see the food. It’s the least we can do.

And our sports teams were 
dominant in their respective 
fields. 

Carl Yastrzemski, a triple- 
crown baseball winner born 
and raised in Bridgehampton, is in 
the Hall of Fame. But that was in the 
1960s. What has happened to these 
proud teams? No idea. 

I’ve also been following the ca- 
reers of two current baseball play- 
ers who grew up on eastern Long 
Island. When they faced one another 
in a high school pitchers’ duel in Pa- 
tchogue 12 years ago, 30 professional 
baseball scouts came to watch. Their 
fireballs led to a scoreless tie for eight 
innings. Finally, a run was scored. 
What became of them? 

Both of them today are in the ro- 
tations of Major League teams and 
making millions of dollars a year, 
although neither of them seems des- 
tined for Cooperstown. 

Steven Matz of East Setauket was 
drafted by the Mets directly out of 
high school and pitched in the rota- 
tion for five years, then got traded 
to Toronto where last year he helped 
lead that team to a great run for the 
playoffs, which fell short. He had two 
wonderful outings in all that time, 
both complete games against the 
Yankees, where he struck out many 
and won the day. But he has a lifetime 
earned run average (ERA) of 4.24, 
not too terrific, and he is best known 
for leading the league in home runs 
allowed in the first inning of each 
game he starts. He has a great curve- 
ball, but reporters have observed that

there’s too much losing control of his 
emotions before settling down. Matz 
is married and lives in Florida. Now 
he is off to the highly regarded St. 
Louis Cardinals, having just signed a 
$44 million four-year contract. 


The other pitcher is Marcus Stro- - 


man of Medford. Stroman’s ERA 
overall is a respectable 3.63. After 
graduating Duke, he joined the To- 
ronto Blue Jays for a time, then was 
traded to the Mets where, in the 
absence of Jacob deGrom, the Mets’ 
star pitcher who served much of 
last year on the disabled list, Stro- 
man served as a bright light leading 
the Mets charge, such as it was, in 
the last third of the season. Tre- 
mendously focused, he is a pleasure 
to watch, especially since he’s only 
5-foot-7-inches in a world where 
pitchers are almost all 6 feet or 
taller. (Matz is 6 feet 2.) A bachelor, 
Stroman is now off to the Chicago 
Cubs, a team that made the post- 
season last year, where he is report- 
edly getting $71 million for the néxt 
three years. 

More about sports: Ever wonder 
what Rip Van Winkle would think 
about baseball or football if he now 
woke up from a sleep he began in 
1990? 

Today, a hospital tent graces the 
sideline of each football field in the 
National Football League. In the old 


days, players hit each other as hard 
as they could. There were penalties 
for celebrating too much in the end 
zones. And Vince Lombardi, the 
great coach for the Green Bay Pack- 
ers, got the Super Bowl trophy named 
for him. Today players from opposite 
teams help each other up and the 
players of whichever team scores a 


‘touchdown celebrate with wild leap- 


ing chest bumps and arm waving, to 
no ill effect. Not yet but soon, I think 
Lombardi, who terrified his players 
into winning by demanding superhu- 
man efforts, will be declared cruel 
and have his name taken off the tro- 
phy, thus ruining his chances in the 
afterlife. 

In baseball, the big thing Rip Van ~ 
Winkle will notice is'that the outfield 
fences of the stadiums as built are 
considered too far from home plate, 
so now there are inner fences that 
could be hit over for a home run.

From teaching children remotely during earlier 
waves of the coronavirus pandemic to refereeing 
passionate debates over whether children should be 
required to wear masks or get the COVID-19 vac- 
cine, educators have played a prominent role in the 
war on the virus. 

And between the sometimes boisterous school 
board meetings and parent-teacher conferences, 
local educators have been performing a herculean 
task of keeping East End students from falling be- 
hind academically despite kids having been thrown 
off track. 

Local schools are brimming with anecdotes of 
teachers going above and beyond to help students 
overcome these challenges, which is why Dan’s Pa- 
pers has deemed educators our People of The Year. 
What follows are just some of their stories. 

MICHELE YIRCE, SHELTER ISLAND 
SCHOOL 5TH GRADE TEACHER 

While each grade proved challenging in their 
own way, elementary school educators teaching 
some of the most impressionable young students 
had particularly difficult hurdles to overcome. 

But some grammar school educators such as Mi- 
chele Yirce, who teaches 5th Grade at the Shelter 
Island School — a school that educates kids grades 
K through 12 — have been working 16-hour days 
to find innovative solutions to challenges that the 
pandemic creates in classrooms. 

“The loss of being face to face with my students 
made me realize how much I rely on their facial ex- 
pressions and body language to convey their level

of engagement and learning,” Yirce says. “Instead, I 
had to find creative ways to keep kids engaged dur- 
ing virtual meetings and digital lessons. I learned 
how to use programs like Seesaw that have a digital 
whiteboard feature to give them a chance to show 
their work in their own handwriting and in real 


' time.” 


Despite those efforts, it was still difficult con-

necting with some students who were not signing 
in to virtual meetings, completing classwork or 
sharing messages with their families. Never mind 
having to tell kids they can’t go on the playground 
or eat in the cafeteria together during the height of 
the lockdowns. 

But despite the roadblocks, silver linings 
emerged. She recalls a student gifting her a stuffed

dog that says, — pawsitive,” when its belly is 
pressed. 

“We would press it whenever die. hap- 
pened that felt disappointing or unexpected or 
hard,” she recalls. “Just last week, two of the stu- 
dents from that year came back to visit the class- 
room. The dog was the only thing they wanted to 
see. They reminisced about how much they loved 
it and how helpful it was. That dog is the symbol 
of how myself and my students overcame the chal- 
lenges in the last two years. We stayed positive and 
worked together no matter what.” 

CYNTHIA KAMP, 
SCHOOL MUSIC TEACHER 

Teaching in general was hard amid pandemic 
restrictions. But teaching music proved particu- 
larly challenging, according to educators at the 
Amagansett School, which teaches sean grades 
K through 6. 

“Cindy Kamp has had to figure out how to instruct 
vocal and instrumental music virtually, outdoors 
and in the classroom,” says Amagansett School 
District Superintendent Seth Turner. “She has held 
virtual concerts in place of the traditional concerts, 
and continues to adapt her pedagogy in response to

ever-changing dynamics. It has not been easy, yet » 


she has persevered.” 

Kamp says it helped that the district. sent stu- 
dents home with all of their belongings — band in- 
struments included — during the initial lockdown, 
despite the fact that many believed it would only 
last two weeks. 

“We were able to hold small group Poeun lessons 
and eventually put together a virtual presentation 
of our Spring Concert where students all signed on 
to a large Zoom and played their own part at home 
for their families along with a background track of 
a full band,” Kamp says. “We were able to achieve 
similar ‘virtual performances’ with our chorus stu-

dents and drama club in the same way. Our younger 
students were not as lucky, as all the instruments 
they typically have access to were stuck inside 
the school. We had to get creative and find things 
that everyone might have in their home that could 
be used in similar ways to our ‘classroom instru- 
ments. And it was exciting to see what children and 
their families came up with to use as rhythm sticks, 
maracas, and drums.” 

Students’ ability to rise to the occasion despite 


frequent setbacks kept her inspired on tough days. 


“The most challenging part of teaching was also 
the most rewarding through all of this,” she says. 
“Watching as plans shifted and changed but seeing 
my students still able to make music together and 
watching their eyes smile as they were able to re- 
turn to some semblance of normalcy each day. 

“It has been amazing seeing how children can 
be faced with such adversity and change and meet 
each challenge with open arms,” she continues. 
“We have asked so much of our children and at ev- 
ery turn they have rebounded.” 

LAURIE ARDITO, WESTHAMPTON 
BEACH MIDDLE SCHOOL TEACHER 

Educators such as Westhampton Beach Middle 
School Teacher Laurie Ardito also found remote 
learning insufficient at helping students cope with 
the emotional issues that the pandemic lockdown 
caused. 

“During the initia] shutdown in 2020, many stu- 
dents shut down, too,” says Ardito, who teaches 8th 
Grade Regents Earth Science courses and English 
Language Learners. “Cut off from’ friends, with 
their parents working from home or out of work, 
school changed from a solid place of structure and 
security to a screen. Our work as teachers turned 
from curriculum to connection. 

“Some days I would host 10-15 individual Google 
Meets a day, just trying to get students to check-

in and make sure they were OK, walking them 
through assignments, or just talking to them about 
how they were doing,” she adds. “There were no set 
school hours anymore. School happened whenever 


we could get students to log on. It was a difficult and 


overwhelming time for everyone.” 

Despite the struggles, the kids showed up. 

“I remember at the end of last year, the Regents 
exam in Earth Science was optional,” she says. “I 
honestly was so overwhelmed with pride by how 
many students showed up to take that test. Not 
because of the test itself or how they scored, but 
because so many students felt empowered and 
confident enough that they wanted to tackle a chal- 
lenging Regents exam in spite of a global pandemic 
and a very difficult school year. To me, that spoke 
volumes. Our students believed in themselves. And 
that is really the most important thing of all.” 

VIRGINIA BEEBE, MATTITUCK-CU- 
TCHOGUE HIGH SCHOOL MATH TEACHER 

High school teachers didn’t have it any easier. 
Just ask Virginia Beebe, who teaches math at Mat- 
tituck-Cutchogue High School. 

“Borrowing from the phrase ‘It takes a village to 
raise a child, it takes a team to teach a math class 
during a lockdown,” she says, crediting school li- 
brarians and special education teachers with help- 
ing keep tabs on students struggling with remote 
learning. “Every challenge we encountered had a 
creative solution.” 

The positive feedback she has received helped 
her push through. 

“Most gratifying has been the thank yous,” she 
says. “Not only from students and the community 
but also the parents. Especially the parents who 
acknowledged that every morning, as I taught vir- 
tually, they were steps away, eavesdropping and 
enjoying the time I spent with their child teaching 
them a little bit of math every day.”

CATERING TO THE HAMPTONS FOR OVER 30 YEARS 
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The 21 Most Expensive Sales of 2021 
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BY TAYLOR K. VECSEY 


his past year has been another banner year in 

Hamptons real estate during the COVID-19 
pandemic when wealthy New Yorkers continued to 
see value in private spaces near some of the most 
beautiful beaches in the world. 

During 2021, we saw some mega deals close, such 
as the largest sale in Hamptons history and the big- 
gest price paid for non-ocean waterfront. Behind 
The Hedges combed through data available for 2021 
and confirmed known sales as of December 26 with 
various brokerages putting the deals together. 

1) Jule Pond, Water Mill | $105 million 

Topping the list is the record-breaking sale in Wa- 
ter Mill, which not only is the biggest of the year, but 
in Hamptons history. Jule Pond, a 42-acre water- 
front estate with unobstructed views of the Atlantic 
Ocean and Mecox Bay, sold in August. 

The closing price makes the Jule Pond transaction 
the most expensive sale for a single piece of property 
ever on the East End. In 2014, hedge fund manager 
Barry Rosenstein famously paid $147 million for his 
Further Lane estate in East Hampton, but that was 
the total price for three separate, yet contiguous par-

cels. The biggest of the properties, 62 Further Lane, 
traded at just $97 million, leaving room for the Jule 
Pond transaction to steal the record. 

Bespoke Real Estate in Water Mill and Ellen Stern 
at Julia B. Fee Sotheby’s International Realty in Rye 
had the co-exclusive on 90 Jule Pond Drive, but 
were told Bespoke largely handled the transaction. 
When it went into contract in April, June Pond was 
asking $145 million. It first went on the market for 
$175 million in 2017. 

For a bit of comparison, the biggest sale 
in 2020 was billionaire Ken Griffin’s 
home on Meadow Lane in Southamp- 
ton, which sold for $84.4 million. 

2) 75 + 69 West End _Road, East 
Hampton Village | $85 million 

Back in May, Calvin Klein quietly 
sold an oceanfront estate he has long 
owned for a combined $85 million. The 
6.8-acre parcel with the residence at 75 
West End Road sold for $75 million while the . 
vacant adjacent 1.63-acre property went for $10 mil- 
lion. Neither was publically listed for sale at the 
time and the same buyer appears to have snatched 
up both properties.

3) 840 Meadow Lane, Southampton Vil- 
lage | $70 million 
A 19,000-square-foot, 30-room fairytale Tudor 
mansion, originally built in 1929 as a summer cot- 
tage sold in November. Tim Davis of the Corcoran 
Group represented the oceanfront property that 
went on the market in June for $75 million. The 
8.3-acre property also boasts a 48-foot swimming 
pool with a spa and a tennis court, as well as a bay- 
front parcel with a boat mooring. 
4) 66 Main Street, Wainscott | $66 
million 
Thirty-one acres on the east side of 
Wainscott Pond sold in April in an 
off-market deal put together by Ed 
Petrie of Compass, While the prop- 
erty came with a 19th century car- 
riage house, the value was in the land, 
which had long been in David Osborn’s 
family. The buyer was listed as a limited 
liability company. ; 
5) 30 Spaeth Lane, East Hampton Vil- 
lage | $60 million 
Back in the first quarter, some of the highest- 
priced Hamptons homes sold — and two of them 
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are neighboring properties off of East Hampton’s * 


famed Further Lane. The property at 30 Spaeth 
Lane sold for $60 million on March 15. While the 
7.7-acre property with a six-bedroom, five-bath- 
room house was originally listed for $72 million, 
the last asking price was $67 million. Peter Turino 
_ and Christopher Burnside of Brown Harris Stevens 
represented the sellers in the off-market deal and 
Frank Newbold of Sotheby’s brought the buyer. 

6) 70 Further Lane, East Hampton Village 
| $59.5 million 

Located next to 30 Spaeth Lane, 70 Further 
Lane also sold in an off-market deal on February 
' 5. The home belonged to billionaire investor James 


Chanos, the founder of Kynikos Associates, a firm 


specializing in short selling, perhaps best known 
for predicting the collapse of Enron. (Infact, he’s 
called the “LeBron James of short selling.”) Hedge- 
row Exclusive Properties brought the buyer, while 
Brown Harris Stevens’ Peter Turino and Shannon 
North repped the seller. 

7) 442 Further Lane, Amagansett | $55 
million 

The four-acre oceanfront property on East 
Hampton’s famed Further Lane sold for $2.5 mil- 
lion above the asking price in early December. 
Listed with Hedgerow Exclusive Properties, it went 
into contract in less than 30 days. Catherine Ju- 
racich of Douglas Elliman brought the buyer, who 
the New York Post reported as Peloton CEO John 
Foley, for the 6,100-square-foot home designed by 
the late architect Francis Fleetwood. 

8) 38 Mathews Lane, Wainscott | $47 mil- 
lion 

Burnt Point, a 25,000-square-foot home set on 
25 secluded acres on Georgica Pond, sold in April. 
Billionaire former pharmaceuticals. entrepreneur 
Stewart Rahr had been asking $56 million. Be- 
spoke Real Estate, which also represented the list- 
ing, says it was the highest price for a non-ocean 
waterfront. 

9) 115 Beach Lane, Wainscott | $45 million 

The contemporary 11,000-square-foot home, 
designed by Barnes Coy Architects, recently ap- 
peared in an episode of HBO’s Succession, before 
it sold in late November. Bespoke represented both 
sides in the transaction. The 2.55-acre property, 
framed by 230 feet of oceanfront and farm fields, 
first went on the market in 2020 for $52 million. 

10) 40 Meadow Lane, Southampton Vil- 
lage | $43 million 

New England Patriots owner Robert Kraft 
bought the oceanfront house in an off-market 
trade brokered by Hedgerow Exclusive Properties, 
as well as Douglas Elliman, in April. The exact 
sale price for the home on Billionaires’ Row was 
$42,923,600. It is by far the smallest piece of land 

- on our list at 0.76 of an acre, while the modern 

home is 6,600 square feet. — 

11) 260 + 264 Jobs Lane, Bridgehampton 
|$38 million 

Two lots on Mecox Bay were sold to the same 
buyer in a quiet off-market trade that closed in late 
September.

The couple bought the 2.6-acre lot 
in 2002 for $6.1 million. We're told Hedgerow rep- 
resented them in the off-market deal and Beate V. 
Moore of Sotheby’s brought the buyer. 

21) 25 Quimby Lane, Bridgehampton | $25 
million 

A home with 18th-century roots that underwent 
an impressive renovation in recent years got a new 
owner on August 31, just five months after it came 
on the market. The initial ask: $28.5 million. Frank 
Newbold and Beate V. Moore of Sotheby’s Interna- 
tional Realty represented sellers Chris Mitchell, the 
former publisher of Vanity Fair, and Pilar Guzman, 
former editor in chief of Condé Nast Traveler and 
co-founder of social platform The Swell. They bought 
the home in 2019 for $7.1 million, records show. Ba- 
yard Fenwick of the Terry Cohen Team at Saunders 
& Associates brought the buyer.

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Honoring This Week’s Cover Artist: 


Peter Max

4 be great Peter Max has graced the 
cover of Dan’s Papers Fourth of 
July issues for many years, and this year 
we've invited him to ring in 2022 with 
_ a special New Year's issue cover. His 
daughter Libra Max discusses Max’s 
work and this week’s cover art, but also 
some shocking news that has come to 
light since we last checked in with Max. 


1. What is the name of this stun- 
ning piece, and what’s the story 
behind its inspiration and cre- 
ation? 

The New Year’s 2022 cover art for 
Dan’s Papers is an extraordinary seri- 
graph from 1970 titled “Right Now,” 
_ which was inspired by my father’s gift 
of always being able to be present in 
the moment and seize the flow of in- 
spiration as it came through without 
question. My father taught young 
artists to allow their inspiration and 
ideas to flow freely and to ignore the 
inner critic. 

Peter Max art is about positivity and 
possibility, looking forward at our world 
with hope for the future and looking to 
the universe beyond. My father has al- 
ways created his works with a clear in- 
tention of spreading peace, kindness and 
unity — a message as relevant today as it 
was in the Summer of Love in the 60s. 


2. Since we last spoke, the 
#FreePeterMax movement has 
taken off. Can you give us some 


- insight into the reason for the 


movement’s creation and how it 
- intends to resolve the situation 
it’s rallying against? 

I want to thank Dan’s Papers from 
the bottom of my heart for giving me 
the opportunity to share what is hap- 
pening to my father, Peter Max, with 
your readers. My father has created 
cover art for Dan’s Papers for almost 
_ 20 years. This year, I will be sharing 
something more personal regarding 
guardianship abuse. It is an issue that 
Dan’s readers should be made aware 
of in order to protect their own family 
members. 

My beloved 84-year-old father, Peter 
Max, has been caught in the iron grip 
of a predatory guardianship in New 
York City which has ripped him from 


his family and loved ones, against his 
will, in the twilight of his beautiful life. 
Guardianship and _ conservatorship 
abuse has been in the media lately be- 
cause of Britney Spears, and my father 
is now trapped in the same predatory, 
isolating and abusive system. 

Isolation enables financial exploita- 
tion. My father is being held in forced 
isolation by two _ court-appointed 
guardians, and their unscrupulous at- 
torneys who ruthlessly control every 
aspect of his life while they drain his 
hard-earned assets for their own ben- 
efit. These individuals are all strangers 
to my father and our family. 

Our family and my father’s beauti- 
ful community of life-long friends cre- 
ated the #FreePeterMax campaign in 


response to this horrifying injustice. | 


Since 2019, we have been privately wag- 
ing a legal battle to free our beloved 
Peter from involuntary isolation at the 
hands of strangers; restore him his dig- 
nity; and allow him to be surrounded by 
his loved ones at the end of his life. After 
quietly fighting for 2.5 years in court, we 
had to go public and ask for help from 
the great people of this country. 

At the end of my father’s life, he 
should be surrounded by love, fam- 
ily, friends, hugs and kisses, warmth, 
gentleness, celebrations, and everyone 
familiar that he holds dear. Instead, 
for over two years, court-appointed 
guardians have isolated my father like 
a prisoner and have cut him off from 
his family and the world. This is elder 
abuse. : 

After more than two years of extreme 
isolation and begging to be reunited 
with his family and loved ones, my fa- 
ther is losing his will to live. His health 
has steeply declined and he is being 
medically neglected. He appears dan- 
gerously overmedicated and we fear for 
his life. : 

How can this happen in America? 

My father was born in Nazi Germany; 
he escaped with only his parents, with 
most of his family killed by the Nazis. 
He grew up asa refugee in Shanghai. My 
father arrived in Brooklyn as a teenage 
immigrant with a hope for the American 
dream and a love for freedom. The beau- 
ty in his art was his answer to the war. 


3. How can fans of Peter Max of- 
fer their support in 2022?

I am sharing our family’s story of 
guardianship abuse with Dan’s readers, 
not only to fight for my father’s freedom 
but also to bring awareness and advocate 
for the millions of victims of predatory 
guardianship and their families who 
do not have the platform that I have. If 
this can happen to Peter Max and our 
family, with the reach of the Peter Max 
name and the resources we have to fight 
against it, it can happen to anyone. 

Many of the ‘60s generation, the 
original fans of Max art, are now seniors 
themselves. The shocking reality is that 
every senior is a potential victim of 
guardianship abuse. There are approxi- 
mately 1.3 million vulnerable adults un- 
der guardianship, and over $50 billion 
of their assets are under the control of 
court-appointed guardians. The guard- 
ianship system exists under the cloak 
of protection, but corruption and abuse 
run rampant, and the guardianship sys- 
tem has turned into a form of human 
trafficking, enabled by predatory law- 
yers and law firms. 

My father’s life and: creativity has 
always been a celebration of freedom, 
which resonated with the 60s genera- 
tion who came of age with his extraordi- 


nary art. Ensuring our freedom is as im- 
portant now as it ever has been. Please 
help us #FreePeterMax. We humbly ask 
for your help and for your solutions — 
members of the media, legislators, and 
beloved Peter Max fans and friends. 
Please join us in exposing this grave 
injustice by sharing my father’s story 
widely. Exposure is critical and we need 
your voice.

A 2021 Year in Review

fter the year 2020, just about any 

subsequent year could be graded 
better overall, but 2021 certainly had 
some genuine highlights in the East 
End arts scene. Let’s take a look back 
at some of the exciting arts news cov- 
ered in Dan’s Papers this year. 


Launching in spring 2021, the Dan’s 
Papers SculptTour dazzled Hamptons 
summer visitors and locals with a col- 
lection of sculptures by the great Hans 
Van de Bovenkamp. Several of the stat- 
ues stood tall in Westhampton Beach, 
with others scattered across Montauk 
Highway. We had the pleasure of in- 
terviewing Van de Bovenkamp about 


his origin in Holland, his illustrious 
career and the works included in the 
tour, presented in partnership with 
the Louis K. Meisel Gallery.

safety precautions. Sag Harbor Cin- 
ema, too, saw its long-awaited return 
this year, though the wait was much 
longer — December 16, 2016 to April 
9, 2021. With the intense fundraising 
and elaborate redesign involved, the 
cinema’s reopening was already years 
in the making when COVID hit and 
slowed the process down considerably. 
At the close of 2021, all major East End 
venues have survived the pandemic 
and patrons couldn't be happier. 


Speaking of Guild Hall, the iconic 
East Hampton institution celebrated 
90 years of performing arts, fine art 
and more in a big way. Summer pa- 
trons were treated to a virtual po- 
etry reading, outdoor plays and film 
screenings, the 75th annual Clothes- 
line Art Sale, family workshops, Kid- 
FEST, conversations with Black and 
Indigenous change-makers, a culinary 
series, Selections from the Perma- 
nent Collection and more. 


Many annual event organizers did 
what they could to engage event-goers 
with virtual-only offerings in 2020, 
but it was clear that film festivals ben- 
efitted greatly from a more personal 
touch. The Hamptons International 
Film Festival, Hamptons Doc Fest, 
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ARTS & ENTERTAINMENT

OLA Latino Film Festival and North 
Fork TV Festival each held 2021 
events that were a much-anticipated 
return to form, featuring in-person 
screenings, Q&As with filmmakers, 
parties and other festivities. 


6. DAN’S PAPERS SPONSORS

For the first time, Dan’s Papers 
sponsored the East Hampton Artists

The weeklong event was a mas- 
sive success, drawing in thousands 
of attendees and awarding the

AIRPORT FLIES ON 


The never-ending debate over the future of the 


East Hampton Airport in Wainscott took a few 
steps closer to a resolution. Of the options that a 
town consultant laid out before the council, the 
majority of the board signaled they preferred tem- 
porarily closing the airport in order to convert the 
facility from public use to private use, which would 
pave the way for enacting new restrictions, officials 
said. The change would allow the town to enact 
curfews and aircraft size limits, but it is unclear 
exactly how long the airport would need to shutter 
for the switch to occur. All eyes have been on the is- 
sue since its Federal Aviation Administration grant 
assurances expired in September, lifting limits on 
the town’s ability to potentially close the airport or 
issue new rules. Airport proponents maintain that 
closing the airport would negatively affect the lo- 
cal economy. Critics argue that the airport needs to 
be closed to resolve noise complaints and environ- 
mental issues. 


TATE’S UNION DEBATE 

In astory that garnered national attention, South- 
ampton-based Tate’s Bake Shop workers voted on 
whether or not they should unionize. Some work- 
ers and labor leaders accused management of try- 
ing to intimidate immigrant staffers — allegations 
that the company vigorously denied. The National 
Labor Relations Board found May 13 that 354 of 
Tate’s workers voted against joining Amalgamated 
Local 298 AFL-CIO, a Valley Stream-based union 


the 1970s. King sold the company for $500 million 
in 2018 to Illinois-based Mondeléz International, 
Inc., the parent company of Oreo, Nabisco, Ritz and 
other snacks, which reported $27 billion in revenue 
last year. 


PUFF, PUFF PASS 

The majority of the East End’s 15 town and vil- 
lage governments passed legislation opting out of 
allowing the sale of newly legalized recreational 
marijuana within their borders this year. New York 
State legalized recreational marijuana possession 
and consumption in March, but towns and villages 
had until December 31 to decide whether to opt 
out of allowing pot sales. The towns of Shelter Is- 
land, East Hampton and Southold opted out along 
with the villages of East Hampton, Dering Harbor, 
Greenport, Quogue, Southampton, Sagaponack, 
and Westhampton Beach. The Town of Riverhead 
rejected an opt-out proposal, and the Town of 
Southampton declined to vote on the issue, opting 
in by default. The villages of North Haven and West 
Hampton Dunes said they declined to take action 
since they have no commercial entities. Growing, 
consuming and possessing marijuana remains le- 
gal in the towns and villages that opted out of al- 
lowing sales. : 


NOFO OD OUTRAGE 

A series of eight overdoses, six of which proved 
fatal, in August were connected to a batch of 
fentanyl-laced cocaine on the North Fork and 
Shelter Island, authorities said. Over eight days, 
between August 5 and 13, seven of the overdoses, 
five of them fatal, were on the North Fork, while 
the eighth overdose and sixth death occurred on 
Shelter Island. The East End Drug Task Force ar- 
rested Greenport resident Lavain Creighton, who 
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allegedly sold the lethal cocaine to two overdose 
victims, and Justin Smith of Smithtown, was also 
charged in possible connection with the case. The 
case prompted candlelight vigils and officials to 
urge New York State lawmakers to pass legislation 
that would make it possible to charge drug dealers 
with felony homicide, in either the first or second 
degree, with a sentencing minimum of 15 years to 
life and a maximum of 25 years to life, if the drugs 
they sell cause people to die. 


TRIPLE TWISTERS 

Three tornadoes hit the East End on November 
13 during a freak storm that whipped up an un- 
precedented six twisters across Long Island in the 
same day, the National Weather Service said. Of the 
‘Twin Forks area tornadoes, one blew from Hampton 
Bays to North Sea, another tore up neighborhoods 
from Remsenburg on its way to Westhampton, and 
the strongest of the six across the Island traveled 
from Shirley to Manorville. The Manorville twister 
clocked in as an EF1 on the Enhanced Fujita Scale 
that ranks tornado strength, with 110 mph winds, 
while the other two were EFo, with estimated 85 
mph winds — same as the other three that hit up- 
island. Long Island’s prior record is three torna- 
does in one day, which occurred in 1998. The event 
marks the first tornado to touch down on the Island 
since one hit Manorville on Labor Day in 2019. A 
year prior to that, the Island saw two tornadoes a 
month apart on Fishers Island and in Ronkonkoma, 
and a small tornado also hit Mattituck in 2016. 


- TRUCK BEACH RALLY 
Hitting high gear was the debate over whether 
Truck Beach, a disputed stretch of Napeague beach 
popular with fishermen and daytrippers, is private 
property as the legal dispute bounced around the 
court system. The New York State Court of Appeals, 
the state’s highest court, denied in September the 
Town of East Hampton’s motion to hear an appeal 
of a lawsuit the town lost when an earlier appeals 
ruling found the public is not allowed to drive on 
and fish from the beach in front of the oceanfront 


property owners’ homes, effectively ending a law- 


- suit over the issue. But then, 14 fishermen were 
charged with trespassing when they drove onto the 
beach in October during an act of civil disobedience 
protesting the ruling. The homeowners who won 
the lawsuit then asked to have the charges moved 
from East Hampton Town Justice Court to Suffolk 
County Supreme Court, so the judge who originally 
heard the lawsuit could hear the case. 


OF WINDFARMS AND WAINSCOTT 

A plan to build New York State’s first offshore 
wind farm off the East End coast took a step forward 
in November when federal regulators delivered key 
approvals that advance the planned construction 
project. The U.S. Department of Interior approved 
the construction and operations of the planned 
130-megawatt ‘South Fork Wind project, which 
would include a dozen turbines built 35 miles off 
the coast of Montauk that generate enough electric- 
ity to power 70,000 homes. The state Public Service 
Commission approved in March a plan to connect 
a 7.6-mile, 138,000-volt transmission line from the 


South Fork Wind farm 30 feet under the beach in - 


Wainscott, and linking to a substation in the Town 
of East Hampton. Some Wainscott residents seek-

ing to block the line petitioned East Hampton town, 
which previously approved the power line, for a vote 
to incorporate as a village, to help fight the con- 
struction, but the petition was ruled invalid. Village 
proponents later sued the Town of East Hampton in 
Suffolk County court. 


SHINNECOCK BET ON CASINO 

The Shinnecock Indian Nation is rolling the dice 
on renewed plans to build a casino, announcing in 
February that it-plans to start consructing a gaming 
facility on its Southampton reservation. The Shin- 
necock, which previously cleared five acres of land 
to build a casino on tribal land in 2003, and then 
tried reviving that stalled effort a decade ago after 
winning federal recognition, is betting it will have 
better luck now. “We feel that we have all our ducks 
in a row this time,” Shinnecock Chairman Bryan 
Polite told reporters earlier this year. If successful, 
it would be the second gaming facility in Suffolk 
County, where Jake’s 58 Hotel & Casino opened 
in Islandia in 2017. Dubbed Shinnecock Casino 
Hamptons, it would be what’s known as a Class II 
gaming facility — as approved last summer by the 
National Indian Gaming Commission — meaning 


that like Jake’s 58, there would only be slot ma- : 


chines and electronically controlled table games, 
and no live dealers. 


POLITICAL SEA CHANGE 

The winds of change brought in some fresh faces 
to the East End’s political scene. In June, Sag Har- 
bor Village Trustee James Larocca unseated Mayor 
Kathleen Mulcahy by a 22-vote margin in a cam- 
paign that hinged on debate over redevelopment in 
the village’s downtown waterfront. In November, a 
surge of Republican voter turnout, dubbed a “red 
wave,” allowed the GOP to flip the majority of the 
Shelter Island Town Board from Democratic con- 
trol, capture the lone Democratic-held seat on the 
Riverhead Town Board, and pick up a few seats in 
the Town of Southampton. And up-island, Repub- 
lican Ray Tierney unseated first-term Democratic 
Suffolk County District Attorney Tim Sini. But in 
the Town of Southold, Democrats flipped a pair 
of GOP-held seats to form a tie in that North Fork 
municipality. More change is on the horizon, since 
U.S. Rep. Lee Zeldin (R-Shirley), who represents 


_the East End, emerged this year as the GOP front- 


runner in the 2022 gubernatorial race. This means 
that next year, Twin Forks voters will likely elect a 
new congressional representative for the first time 
in seven years.

CUOMO SCANDAL 

Multiple Hamptons ties emerged from the biggest 
story of the year in New York State: Disgraced ex- 
Gov. Andrew Cuomo resigning in September after 
being accused of sexually harassing 11 women. The 
former governor's self-imposed exile from Albany 
has reportedly been spent living with a friend in 
the Hamptons. In addition, CNN fired his brother, 
former Cuomo Prime Time host and Southampton 
resident Chris Cuomo, after the New York State 
Attorney General's office revealed documentation 
showing the broadcaster used his sources to help 
his brother counter news coverage of the scandal. 
That came after it was previously disclosed that 
the journalist took part in strategy sessions with 
the former governor’s team to brainstorm how to 
respond to the allegations. The ex-governor is fac- 
ing a charge in Albany court stemming from one 
accuser, but Nassau County prosecutors declined to 
press charges from another.
